DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

2. Claims 1-5 and 24-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Takahara et al. (US 6,550,646). 

To the degree set forth in the claims, Takahara teaches a fitment 4 having a spout, a 
frangible membrane 5 having a peripheral edge joined to the spout along a line of weakness 12, 
and a gripping member 13 having one end connected to the frangible membrane and a second 
end unconnected to the frangible membrane. The gripping member extends in the 
circumferential direction, but it is unclear if the member is "semicircular". 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to make form the gripping member of a semicircular shape since such a 
modification would have involved a mere change in the shape of a component. A change in 
shape is generally recognized as being within the level of ordinary skill in the art. In the instant 
case, forming the gripping member of a semicircular shape allows the gripping member to more 
closely follow the contour of the spout. To make the semicircular member helically shaped or to 
extend approximately 270° degrees provides more area for gripping. 

Regarding the use of low density polyethylene, the disclosure of Takahara is silent to the 
specific material, only that the fitment is formed of a plastic resin. Wherein low density 
polyethylene is a plastic resin, the limitation of the claim is met. Wherein it can be argued the 
limitation is not met by the disclosure of Takahara, it would have been obvious to one having 
ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to form the fitment, including the 
gripping member of low density polyethylene, since it has been held to be within the general skill 
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of a worker in the art to select a known material on the basis of its suitability for the intended use 
as a matter of obvious design choice. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 15-23 are allowed over the art of record.
